it. "The most exquisite village in Eing- 
land” some one called ter, and she. de- 
serves the title (see poctures, pages 24 
arnt! 2f-2) }. 

From the eouch-road where, at the top 
of the cliffs, you enter upan Clavelly's 
ate Street, to the sea: or, if you come by 
haat, from the harbor to Hobby Drive, 
ani! the public road, everything. is dainty, 
clegant of its kind, groomed to impos 
sible perfection, No whitewash gleams. 
whiter or bluer or more delicately yellow 
than here at Clovelly; no. roses, fuchsins, 
clematis, nor lihes bloom im more profi- 
sans nd trtes are richer and greener, no 
Vines more lnxurinntly graceful, than 
there, Never a bit of paper litters that 
one stony street, mere staircase than 
rowlwayt no speck oof dist scars shining 
windows or spotless curtatis: 10 tole 
Of callroads, of trofley cirs, of traffic. 
lireiks the soft stillness of thre-villnge of 
delhght. 

Plodding wp the street om ltthe clatter- 
ing hoof! comes.a string of tiny gray 
donkevs, bolttng now mie ane hose doer, 
now inte avether, seckimg a level spot bo 
rest, and ewitching their symypxithetic ears 
Tnpati¢ntly as euch time they are per- 
suided tat anid up agai.

Nowadavs, bhow-= 
ever, he would find it hard to recogiize 
his awn, for gone, gone forever are the 
enormons wheat ronchos that Olled the 
valley hetween the mountains with roll- 
ing seas of grain and furnished the mo- 
tif for bis story, 

Yet the change 1s for the better. 
Chopped inte o thousarul vinevards and 
orange proves, the old ranchos now sup- 
port populations of five or ste thousand, 
where previously they gave employment 
toa bundred or two of nommnd laborers 
for a short period of the venr. 

It is a wonderful country, this—rich. 
fat-soiled, laced with shining rivers that 
reverse the weual order of things und 
dwindle trom good beginnings, where 
they issue from the Sierra canyons, inte 
sterile river bede Leet throtgh a thou- 
said canals and ditches out to the thirsty 
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lai), their waters are transmuted by the 
syns Secret chemistry into olives ail 
hgs, peaches and nectarines, citrus fruits, 
mits, trading, dtied fruits; amber wines 
vloar as the Sierra air: a wealth of pro- 
Hoce that justifies a repart similar to that 
which the [sraclite spies brought froes 
the Land of Canaan—"a land flowing 
with milk arid Torey.” 


THE VALLEY OF HEAVEN 
From the town of Merced, midway of 


the valley, a branch raihway runs wp the. 


river of the same name to Californin’é 
crowning glory, the Yosemite National 
“irk, Lacking the immensity of the 
Grand Canyon of Arizona, it ts-still one 
af the worlil’s test pomges: Fron the 
edge of beautiful forests you overlook 7 
milés of the canvon, that averages in 
witth froma half mile toa mile and is 
hiewn a mile deep in the solid erartite cit 
the rane, 

Many books lave been written about 
the Yosemite and the companion: valley, 
Heteh-Hetehy. Some are wonderful 
lmoks—frreat ‘booles like those of John 
Muir—-which communicate as much as 
nay be conveved through words of the 
cratkicur, of its vistas, nobility of its grat 
ite spires and domes, heauty of the lacs 
falls that leap from the fini fnto the 
depths beneath. Vet when all is told the 
werner aniunystery of Yosemite atill re- 
main unfolded. ‘The feeling it inspires 
lee an the domain of the “meontmnni- 
cable,” that thrills, but ties bevond the 
privince of words, Tt hos to be seen to 
le felt. 

Muir writes of Ht: “No temple nade 
with ants can compare with Yosemite. 
Every tock im tts walls seems ti giow 
with life, Some lean back in majestic 
repose; others absolutely sheer, or nenrly 
so, for thousanils of feet, advance hewoned 
their companions in theaghtial attitudes. 

. Awtul in stern, immovable maj- 
esty, how softly these he ks are acdirnedd, 
and how fine and reassuring the eoinpany 
they keep: their feet among beautiful 
groves and meadows, their brows to the 
sky, a thetisand flowers. leaning cronlit- 
ingly against their feet, bathed im foods 
of waiter, floods of light, while the snow 


anil waterfalls: the winds and avalanches 


and clouds shine and sing and svreathe 
them about as the years go bry, al myr- 
mds of small winged creatiures—hirds, 
hers, lutterties—give glad animation and 
hil the air with music,
